ment in the Parnell Commission Court and on 
the streets over Piggott’'s disappearance. 
Special editions of the papers are selling like 
wild fre. The spectators in the court, in- 
cluding Mrs. Gladstope, are eagerly discuss- 
ing it, and the Irieh ts can scarcely re- 
strain their „ Sir Charte Russell is 
terribly chagrined, as Piggott’s bolting sptkes 
his guns. He was preparing to prove elaborate 
forgeries of accommodation bills by Piggott 
during the years 1578 to IA, and also exten- 
sive dealing in obecene literature by him with 
the money obtained from the Times. A war- 
rant is now in the hands of the Scotland Yard 
officials for his arrest. Attorney-General 
Webster will try to 
' WRIGGLE OUT 
of the letter partof thecase. Russell insists 
on the whole matter being probed to the 
bottom, alleging s foul conspiracy de- 
hind Houston and Piggott, Houston’s 
absence from court to-day caused an addi- 
tional sensation. Russell stated to the court 
that Piggott confessed to Labouchere having 
forged the letters, owing to destitution, and 
repeated the confession in writing. The Pres- 
ident, Justice Hansen, has directed all of 
Piggott’s papers left at the hotel to be seized.

RUSSELL ’S STATEMENT IN COURT. 

Lorpos, February 2%.—The Parnell Commis- 
sion resumed its sitting this morning. After 
the opening ofthe court Sir Charles Russell 
arose and stated thaton Saturday Richard 
Piggott went to the residence of Mr. Henry 
Labouchere and, in the presence of Mn, 
George Augustus Sala, signeda confession 
stating that the letters upon which the Times 
based ite charges against the Irish members 
of the House of Commons were forgeries, 

A WARRANT FOR PIGGOTT. 

Sir Charies Russell applied for a warrant for 
the arrest of Piggott. Presiding Justice 
Hannen said a warrant would be ready in an 
bour. 

Attorney-General Webster for the Times 
said no other witness was ready and that he 
would have to consider what course to pur- 
sue. He would also have to decide whether 
or not he would resume any part of the case. 

PIGGOTT MISSING. 
When Piggott was called toagain take the 
stand he did not appear. After the 
court bad waited for some time counsel for the 
Times stated to the Judges that Piggott 
had left the hotel at which he was stopping at 
lI o’ clock last nicht, and that the counsel 
were ignorant of bis whereabouts. 

CAUSED A SENSATION. 

This statement caused a sensation in the 
court-yard. The court took a recess for halt 
an hour, at the expiration of which time, if 
Piggott does not appear, bis papers at the 
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Piggott made the 
confession referred to at the opening of the 
court to-day.

He asked the court to im- 
pound the documents wbich arrived at Ander- 
son’s, addressed to Piggott, in care of Hous- 
ton. Sir Charles added that Piggott had made 
his escape, assisted by a body guard, consist- 
ing ofan Irish constable and two Scotland 
Yard detectives. 

LABOUCHERE’S DOCUMERT. 

Mr. Labouchere, Sir Charles said, had re- 
ceived a letter from Egan in July, 1888, in oon 
sequence of which a number of documents 
were handed to Mr, Labouchere. Sir Charies 
asked permission to call witnesses to testify 
to information which the court ought to have. 
Sir Charles Russell further said that Piggott, 
in the presence of Mr. George Augusta Sala, 
signed a confession that the documents 
he had produced were forgeries and 
that he was the forger. This confession was 
sent to Mr. Lewes, who yesterday returned it 
to Piggott, saying that Mr. Parnell refused to 
have anything to do with him. 

SHANNON TESTIFIES. 

Mr. Shannon was then called as a witness. 
He testified that on Sunday night Piggott gave 
him a written statement denying the state- 
ment made to Mr. Labouchere that he forged 
all the letters. Piggott said he do- 
lieved that the first batch were 
genuine. In the second batch two 
of the Farnell letters were forged by him- 
self and Casey. The third patch, consisting 
of letters from Messrs. Davitt and O’ Kelly, 
were also torged by himself and Casey. 
Piggott added in his statement that having 
now stated the truth and confessed before the 
world, the Times should deal leniently with 
him. Upon cross-examination Mr. Shannon 
said he had taken no steps to prevent Piggott 
from bolting. He expectec him to appear in 
court. 


HOUSTON TESTIFIES. 

Sir Charies Russell demanded that the court 
summon the Coastable and detectives who 
were with Piggottin order that they might 
explain how he succeeded in getting away. 
Mr. Houston testified that Piggott haa not 
taken his luggage with him. He produced 
the letters left tor Piggott at An- 
derson’s, but they contained nothing of 
importance. He also produced a letter Piggott 
bad addressed to him on Saturday asking for 
a balance of £33, which Piggott said he had 
been often promised. Piggott in the letter 
said he was told that he would be prosecuted 
for perjury and he wanted the money to send 
to his poor children. 


SOAMES PRODUCES LETTERS. 

Mr. Soames was called and produced letters 
Piggott had written to bim. In one letter, 
dated November, 1888, Piggott complained 
thet Houston, after informing him 
that the Times had agreed to pay bim £5,000, 
refused to maxe such a promise good. Piggott 
said that accerding to agreement his name 
was to be concealed, and he said if called as a 
witness he would refuse to testify. He in- 
closed a letter from Mr. MeDonald in 
which the letter guaranteed that Pig- 
gottes mame should not be given in any 
court. Piggott wrote that if he was 
compelled to appear in court he would con- 
sider it unfair treatment. He said he was 
convinced that the cross-examination would 
discredit his evidence. [Laughter.] He of- 
fered to make an affidavit, but hoped he 
would be allowed to leave the country. Mr. 
Soames replied that the agreement as to 
secrecy bad been removed, as Piggott’s visits 
to Mr. Labouchere and others rendered 
full disclosures necessary. The Times would 
see that Piggott was not harmed if he con- 
firmed in court the evidence he had given 
Soames and afterward verified under oath. 


NO MONEY FOR PIGGOTT. 

Mr. Soames was unabie to sanction giving 
Piggott money to enable him to leave the 
country, but he consented to pay his expenses 
and recoup him for loss of work. He inclosed 
£10 in the letter. Piggott replied that 
he had not relieved the Times from 
the obligation to maintain secrecy, and that 
de had not promised to testify. Houston had 
deceived Mr. Soames just as be had deceivea 
Piggott. Piggott said that he was informed 
that it he testified his opponents would 
produce evidence that would neutralize his 
testimony and endanger his life. He declared 
that Houston was responsibte for (Pig- 
gott’s) negotiations with Mr. Labouchere. 
Mr. Soames wrote to Piggott that the pledges 
given by the latter must be performed. Pig- 
gott told Mr. Soames that he had an Interview 
with Mr. McCarthy. 

THE COUNSEL NOT INFORMED. 

Mr. Soames testified that to the best of his 
belief he had not informed counsel that Pig- 
got was the source of the letters 
before the commission act was passed. 
He did not inquire into Piggott’s character. 
He saw Mr. Walter constantly and did not 
doubt that he had mentioned to him that Pig- 
gott was the source of the letters. He sent 
Sergeant Fawcett to Anderson’s Hotel on 
Thursday to see that no one interfered with 
Piggott. Fawcett stayed at the hotel until 
yesterday. Witness was not aware that de- 
tectives had been employed to watch Piggott. 

Mr. Shannon saw Piggott at noon yesterday.

PIGGOTT’S EARLY CAREER, 


Helped to Incite the Tipperary Insurrection 
Only to Betray Its Leader. 


From the New York Sun. 

The early exploits of Richard Piggott, the 
vender and suspected forger of the famous 
Parnell letters, form an interesting chapter in 
the story of his career. In youth he was a 
merry, careless fellow, drinking about 
the city of Dublin, intent upon pleas- 
ure and excitement. His father was 
the Chief Baron of the Exchequer and 


was one of the first Catholic judges 
Ireland had. The younger gott was edu- 
cated in Clangowes College with a number of 
enthusiastic young Irishmen, whom be de- 
serted in the hour of perila few years latter. 
Among the men in the city who knew Piggott 
well at the time is Col. John O’Byrne. He 
describes the Piggott of that day as a talented 
smooth-talking young man with pleasant and 
persuasive manners. His father’s positon 
gained for him admission into the best circles 
where his rampant talk alnst the foes of 
Ireland made him — — to a man willing 
to sacrifice everything for the sake of his 
country. He was on friendly terms with a 
number of the men interested in the Young 
Ireland BS: and when the party separated 
in 1847 and the Moral Force party was organ 
ized in its stead Piggott e prominent in 
the councils of the latter. He was one of the 
ane a, Meer me de tes to the Council of the 
Irish federation. Among the others were 
Judge O’Gorman, Charles Gavan Duffy, 
Thomas Francis Meagher Thomas D’Arcy 
neee and William Smith O’Brien. 

Piggott was a prominent figure inthe meet- 
ings of the Council and talked a great deal 
about the necessity of bioodshed and other 
terrible jy It was difficult to calm him 
after one of his outbursts, and he acted as 
though he wanted to go right out and whip 
England himself. He couldn't bear to hear a 
suggestion of — measures, and 5 
tested again an in that bioodshed alone 
could accomplish the ends desired.

Piggott had mysteriously disap- 
peared. It was rumored that efforts were 
making to arrest bim, but when at last he re- 
appeared he was permitted to strut about un- 
molested. The three prisoners were hurriedly 
tried and promptly convicted. They were 
sentenced to be banged, drawn and quartered. 
The sentence aroused widespread indignation 
and Minister Buchanan vigorously protested 
against its execution. He said it would shock 
the sentiment of the civilized world. In spite 
of an apparently earnest fight on the part of 
the prosecution against clemency, the sen- 
tence was commuted to transportation to Van 
Dieman’s Land. The men were taken there 
but all ot them eventually succeeded in es- 
caping. 

His former companions had hardly been 
taken away before Piggott bobbed up again. 
He was terribly enraged at the way they had 
been treated by the Government, and taiked 
loudly and furiously about war and bloodsbed 
as formerly; but the people were shy of bim, 
and his haran were mostiy addressed to 
ominously silent audiences. he hunt after 
the men engaged in the councils of the Confed- 
eration was vigorously prosecuted, and there 
was ascramble among them to get out of the 
eountry. The people were awed by the 
prompt conviction and terribly severe sen- 
tence of the three men who were captured. 
This emboldened Piggott to appear again in 
Dublin and try once more to ie Irish 
patriots into trouble.

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THE SAD TALE OF A PRETTY GIRL AND BER 
UNTIMELY TAKING OFF. 
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Replete With Mystery and Which Covers 
a Crime That May Never Be Fathomed 
The Funeral To-Day— Statements of 
the Parents and Relatives. 


Miss Pauline Louise Bamberger, à daughter | 
of John Bamberger, the well-known saloon- 
keeper, died Sunday morning at the age of 19 
years, 7 months and 2 days. She was buried 
to-day at i o’ clock from her father’s residence, 
18 North Fourth Street. The eeremonies 
were conducted by Rev. Mr. Jonas, the Luth- 
eran minister, and the remains were interred 
in Bellefontaine Cemetery. 

The Globe- Democrat prints a story that is told 
in explanation ot her death, and it is @ recital 
of sad trouble and fatal weakness. Oon- 
nected with it are some people who 
are well known and three physicians, one of 
whom has not practised medicine according 
to the code of ethics or the laws of the State. 
Miss Bamberger was a member of the St. Louis 
Ammenchor, and was one of the belies of the 
society, always received with pleasure in the 
circle of its members. Another member of 
the Ammenchor is a man of mature years, who 
is the father of a family and the pro- 
prietor of à saloon and cafe on Broadway. 
No one knew or even suspected that the rela- 
tions existing between them were any other 
than those which are permitted between close 
acquaintances. There had been nothing in 
their conduct to give rise to suspicion and, on 
the contrary, report had it that 
Miss Bamberger was engaged to 
be married to another gentieman 


who was one of the same set. The story con- 
tinues that about six weeks ago she and the 
gentleman in ousiness om Broadway called 
at the office of a physician, whose office is on 
Pine street, and who has 21 —4 been 
mixed up in cases of a like kind before. Miss 
Bamberger visited the office of the physician 
afterwards on the same errand. he physi- 
cian told her that she would be well in a few 
days and she went bome satisfied.

She could not explain the 
card with the name of ‘‘Wash White’’ written 
upon it and offered no explanation of it. Her 
cards were scattered broadcast and any one 
might have them. 

THE MYSTERIOUS VISITOR AGAIN. 

One strange feature in connection with Mr. 
White is still unsccounted for. Mention was 
made in the PosT-Dispatcn of yesterday 
ofa mysterious and excited man who called 
at Simon Gregory & Co.’s store and hur- 
riedly asked fur White, The man appeared 
again this morning and acted in the 
same, strange manner, again inquiring for the 
traveler. r.

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THE POWER OF SPAIN AND THE NETHER- 


% 


Naval Power and Have Recognized the 
Necessity—-The Possessions and the Cost 
of P Them—The Most Power- 
ful Ships of Each Country. 


From the New York Times. 

The rapid changes effected of late in arm- 
aments and the increasing of naval establish - 
ments bave been nowhere so marked among 
European nations as on the past of Spain. 
That a nation which has sunk from the posi- 
tion of the most powerful in Europe to one of 
comparative unimportance should suddenly 
rise in strength and force on the seas is ro- 
markable. To-day Spain occupies a rank on 
the seas which, if notequalto that occupied 
by Germany, can certainly not be placed very 
far behind it. 

Aside from the protection necessary to her 
colonies, Spain hes recognized how inade- 
quete her coast defenses are to meet hostile 
attacks from seaward, and knowing further 
that an inestimable amount of money would 
be necessary to their proper strengthening, 
she has most jadiciously concentrated he 
national efforts to the building up of a power- 
ful navy composed of modern vessels capable 
of coping on equal terms with any of the war 
vessels of the present day. 

Not having the facilities for constructing 
these war vessels in ber own ports, contracts 
were let out to English and French construct- 
ors, and the workmanship shown in the ves- 
sels of the Spanish Navy does credit to the 
firms which turned them out. Spain also can 
claim the honor of possessing the fastest ves- 
sel of her tonnage and over afloat. This is El 
Destructor, a vessel of 445 tons displacement, 
which made on a three bours’ continuous run 
a wean of 23.6 knots per hour, developing an 
indicated horse power of over three thousand 
Ave hundred. 

A desire has been manifested on the part of 
some te compare EI Destructor’s speed with 
that made by the dynamite cruiser Vesuvius of 
the United Btates Navy, but it must be remem- 
bered that the normal displacement of the 
Vesuvius is between 800 and 900, and that her 
displacement on trial was 810 tens, whereas 
El Destructor’s tonnage is less than 500. This, 
of course, throws the two vessels out of the 
pale of comparison, leaving the Vesuvius to 
claim the honor ef being the fastest vessel in 
the world of her tonnage and over, while El 
Destructor claimsasimilar honor with rela- 
tion to her tonnage and over. 

In 1887 the Spaniards added to their active 
list another remarkable vessel. This was the 
Reain Regente, a protected cruiser of 4,800 
tons displacement, whith was built by 
Thomson of Clydebank. In October of 1887, 
whieh was 16 months after her keel was laid, 
she was subjected to a speed trial, the result 
of the series of tests being reported by our 
Navy Department as the greatest speed yet 


attained by any general service fighting 


ahd. The official report ot the Reina Re- 
gente’s trial for two hours under forced 
draught, and witha displacement at 4,900 to 
5,000 tons, announces the mean speed as 20.6 
knots with about 11.50 horse power. 
On the natural draught trial the 
speeed developed was 18.7 knots

It will be seen from this last that the speed 
is lowered one-tenth of a knot from that given 
in the first report; but coming, as this suppie- 
ment undoubtedly does, from the Bureau of 
Naval Intelligence, in chargeof Lieut. Ray- 
mond P. Rogers, United States Navy, it is more 
to be depended upon than any of the first re- 
ports received. It can be taken for granted 
that the Reina Regenta thus alluded to is the 
Reina Regente, inasmuch as the only other 
Spanish vessel of similar name is the Reine 
Regente, a cruiser similar to the Ensenada, 
now building in a Spanish dock yard. English 
authorities, however, differ in the figures of 
the tonnage of the Reina Regente from those 
ascribed to ber in this country. Mr. Whitney 
speaks of her as a vessel that ‘‘displaces about 
Ave thousand tons as a normal draught. and 
if the supplement of this year refers to the 
same vessel, when speaking of the Reina 
Regenta, her tons displacement is given as 
4,800. The Admiralty reports speak of the 
Reina Regente as a vessel of 5,600 tons, 
launcbed in the Clyde in 1887. The weight of 
authority may be allowed to this country’s 
Naval Bureau of Intelligence. 

Mr. Whitney, in further speaking of the 
Reina nte, says: ‘‘Sbe is most effectively

nches of iron. Her length is 268 feet and her 

beam is nearly 50 feet at extreme She 
carries as a main battery four 27¥%-ton guns 
and feur 9-ton guns, the latter carried en bar- 
bette. She was launched in 1874 from the Gov- 
érnment ship-yard at Amsterdam. No reports 
have been received from this veesel other 
than ofan ordinary character, and itis ex- 
tremely doubtful ifshe has proved to be as 
serviceable and efficient as some of the 
smaller type of cruisers. 

The Dutch nearly lost one of their best ves- 
sels—the Schorpioen—through accident. She 
was sunk in a collision in 1886 in a Dutenh har - 
bor, but was afterward raised and repaired. 
She was built by a French yng omy ty 
at Toulon, and has been from the first a 
serviceable type of craft, so much so that two 
other vessels were built afterward on her de- 
sign. The Schorpioen carries a single twenty- 
seven-ton gun in a single turret, together 
with a secondary battery of machine ns. 
Her length is 194 feet and extreme b th 3 
feet. 

Tue Buffel and Stier are the two sister ves- 
sels built on the type of the Sch loen. They 
are supplied with ram bows, which, supple- 
mented’ by 2,100 horse power, make them still 
more efficient in close fighting. 

The Prins Hendrik der Nederlander is built 
somewhat on the style of the Koning der 
Nederlander, having double turrets. 0 
Prius Hendrik is considered to be dy far the 
more efficient vessel of the two despite her 
lesser thickness of armor aud possessing only 
half the tons dispiacement of the Koning der 
Nederlander. 

All the amor-clad ships ofthe second class 
are 180 fect in length and 44 feet in breadth, 
with the exception of the Draak and Matador. 
These vessels are all of the monitor ,and, 
with the exception of the Drask and Matador, 
are of little importance. 

There are also three Bent — torpedo 
boats. Three others were building and may 
have been completed during the past year.

THERMOMETERS. 


What They Are and How They Are Made and 
the Different Kinds. 


From the American Analyst. 

The mercury in the thermometer is almost 
universally used as a temperature indicator in 
the temperate zones. The mercury, or quick- 
silver, used for the purpose is extracted from 
cinnabar ore, which is mined in California 
and Mexico. After undergoing a refining pro- 
cess it is packed in cans holding from one to 
five pounds each, and sells at wholesale at 
present for about 85 cents a pound. Mercury, 
however, is not used in thermometers intended 


for very cold climates, because it freezes ata 
temperature of 40 degrees below zero, though 
it answers all purposes for exceedingly high 
temperatures. When thermometers are in- 
tended for use in frigid zones, spirits have to 
be substituted for mercury. It is not known 
at what degree of cold the spirit thermometers 
will freeze and become useless, for cold of 
sufficient intensity has never yet been 
measured where a spirit thermometer bas 
failed to work, even ina temperature of 70 
degress below zero. The spirits used in 
thermometers are extracted in the usual way 
from wood, potatoes and grain and are 
urely colorless. The red color noticed is 
mparted by aniline dyes, and this is 
done only forthe purpose of rendering the 
spirits in the tube more easy to see. The ad- 
dition of the coloring matter interferes some- 
what with the sensitiveness of the fluid to at- 
mospheric changes, and is not added to the 
pure white spirits contained in tubes of ther- 
mometers u for scientific purposes, and 
where the greatest accuracy and most minute 
variations are of great importance. At best, a 
spirit thermometer is not equal to a thermom- 
eter in which mercury is used, because it is 
not so sensitive and does not so readily re- 
spond to changes of temperature. The lengtb 
0 the glass tu has nothing 
whatever to do with the accuracy of the 
indications ofa thermometer, and although 
some are scaled to indicate a temperature as 
high as 600 degrees abové zero, the tube is 
made long only to afford surface for a scale 
upon which to mark the great number of 
degrees, and an instrument an inch long, 
carefully made, is just as accurate and respon- 
sive to variations of temperature as the long 
one, but it would uire a microscope to 
make the readings. he smallest and most 
sensitive thermometer made, and the one 
having the greatest number of subdivisions on 
the scale, recording fifths of a degree, is that 
used by the physicians for taking tempera- 
tures of the human body. The sensitiveness 
ot athemometer increases with the relative 
increase in the size of the bulb. The large 
upright recording (Seixas) thermometers used 
by the United States Signal Service and at va- 
rious meteorological observatories have the 
bulbs filled with a mixture of ether and alco 
hol instead of mercury or spirits. A thermom.- 
eter is made and usted by heating water to 
the boiling point, placing the glass bulb in the 
boiling water and then filling it with merc 
spirits or ether till it rises in the tube to 
s—the boiling point. 0

It will be 
seen by these figures that England has more 
than half the spindles of the world and uses 
more than haif the cotton worked by them.

A MINISTRY DISGRACED. 

PreGort has confessed that he forged the 
Times letters, and that he was guilty of 
perjury in the witness-stand.

UNIFORM LEGISLATION. 


Labor Commissioner WRIGHT’s ex- 
haustive report on marriage and divorce 
in the United States revives the valuable 
suggestion of Gov. Hirt of New York for 
an interstate legislative conference for 
the purpose of securing uniform marriage, 
and divorce laws in all the States. 

The conference should be held and the 
proposed object gained by all means. 
Morality and justice alike urge uniform 
legislation in all the States upon these im- 
portant subjects. But the scope of the 
conference should beenlarged. Uniform- 
ity is also badly needed in other directions. 
First among the laws in which both re- 
form and uniformity would be inestima- 
ble benefits are the electoral laws. All 
the States are deeply interested in the 
electoral methods of every State, because 
it may happen as in several presidential 
elections, notably the last two, that the 
result of the election hinges upon one or 
two States, and the corruption of the bal- 
lot-box in a State or county. or even city, 
may corrupt the result of the entire elec- 
tion and defeat the honest will of the peo- 
ple. It is extremely desirable also that 
there should be uniform railroad, com- 
mercial and many other laws in all the 
States. The advantage of it is patent to 
every intelligent citizen. 

It is extremely desirable, therefore, that 
an interstate legislative conference should 
be held to draught uniform lines of legis- 
lation for adoption in each State. It 
would be an excellent consummation if 
such a conference should result in a per- 
manent national non-partisan league to 
meet at stated intervals for the sole pur- 
pose of securing in the States necessary 
legislation on various subjects of impor- 
tance to all the States and uniform and re- 
form legislation with regard to common 
interests. 


A GREAT beet sugar manufactory cost- 
ing $500,000 is nearly ready to begin opera- 
tions at Grand Island, Neb. Itis to begin 
with a capacity of 350 tons a day. The 
enterprise was undertaken after a series 
of satisfactory experiments had shown 
that vast areas of Nebraska land will 
yield from fifteen to twenty tons of the 
very finest sugar beets to the acre, and it 
is estimated that the mill can pay & per 
ton for beets and turn them into sugar at 
a fine profit, even if the bill for paying a 
bounty to beet, cane and sorghum gugar 
producers should never become a law. 
The operations of the sugar trust have 
puta bigger bounty than the Senate bill 
proposes to pay on sugar production, and 
the extreme cheapness with which sugar 
can be produced from beets has been so 
clearly demonstrated in a number of 
European countries, that no one need be 
surprised if the Missouri Valley alone 
should in a few years be able to glut the 
sugar markets of this whole country, and 
make both sugar trusts and sugar tariffs 
things of the past.

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A CHAGO paper defends the Chicago 
beef combine from the charge of depress- 
ing the price of beef cattle, by showing 
that the receipts of cattle in that market 
have increased 60 per cent during the 
last four years, while the population of 
the country has increasea only 10 per cent.

The nuisance pro- 
visions and other preventive clauses are 
borrowed from the prohibition laws of 
other States, in which they have been 
found effective encugh in small towns 
but utterly inefficient in large cities. This 
bill is made to apply to St. Louis and 
Kansas City only, where it will meet with 
the unfriendly reception always accorded 
to laws forced upon an unwilling people 
by external and hostile influence. We 
see no reason to expect that the remedies 
provided by this bill will be more effective 
here than they have been in the cities of 
Maine and Rhode Island.

Joint Stock in Private Business. 


From the Philadelphia Record. 

Because it is necessary to organize a joint 
stock company to construct and maintain the 
Suez Canal or the Pennsyivania Raliroad does 
it follow thatthis form of capitalistic organ- 
ization ie needed for digging coal, weaving 
cloth or making butter? That the tendency of 
all corporations is to reckless management 
and to an oppressive use of power toward 
stockholders «as well as the public need not 
be urged. In great undertakings the good 
accomplished by great oorporations possibly 
outweighs the evile attending them; but no 
such plea of necessity or utility can be 
made for corporations which encroach upon 
the leid of individual enterprise. Enthusi- 
asm, publie spirit and patriotic. pride often 
unite with hope of gainin encouraging sub- 
ecriptions to the stock of some undertaking 
of national utility; but such generous sent! 
ments do not enter into the formation of joint 
stock companies to drive individual competi- 
tors out of the field of industrial activity. In- 
dividual employers bave often a strong sym- 
pathy for workingmen, are familiiur with their 
wants, and manifest a lively concern for their 
welfare. But who bas ever heard of the sym- 
pathy and friendship of a joint stock corpora- 
tion? The individual has ‘‘compunctious vis- 
itings of nature,’’ but these corporate bodies, 
without soul or marrow, have no purpose ex- 
cept to get dividends. 


Railroad Promoticns for Public Officers. 


From the Chicago Tribune. 

The promotion of Interstate Commerce 
Commissioners to easier posts and higher pay 
in the service of the railroads will not bea 
practice agreeable to the general public. Jay 
Gould bas pursued this course in dealing with 
the United States Circvit Courts, so that in 
some sections the path from the Federal 
bench leads direct to the counsel-room of 
railway corporations,and the ermine has been 
many times changed for a fat solicitor- 
ship. The effect on the judiciary has not al- 
ways been good. The people have come to 
think that their judges look to the corpora- 
tious for advancement and promotion, and 
that theirsympathies may unconsciously fol- 
low the line of their expectations. Thereis a 
strong popular prejudice against a judgeship 
being made the stepping-stone to a railroad 
solicitorship. Likewise there will be a preju- 
dice against advancing and promoting mem- 
bers of the Interstate Board so as to make 
them Pool Commissioners.

The total 
amount per annum of these wages and 
salaries, together with the actual rents aud 
repairs will give the actual cost of operating 
the Telephone company in &t. Louis. The 
cost per in«troment for operating in St. Louis 
does not exceed the cost per tnstrument in 
Jefferson City, where the annual charge for 
telephone service is $6 per annum. If the 
telephone business in Jefferson City did not 
yield a profit the business would be aban- 
doned at once.

double that for which a uniform of 
darker material could rocured.

ceive warrants. Moreoverthey ciaim that a 
blue uniform would be much more senajbie, 
as the gray clothes they now wear distinguish 
them as watchmen a half block away ona 
clear night.

Whenever we get into a case, that is a case 
to be worked up, said a watchman to a re- 
porter last night, ‘‘and report it to the police 
authorities it is at once taken ont of our 
hands and put into the bands of some of the 
brainy men, as they call them. Now that, I 
think, isnot the way todo, and certainly it 
is very diecouraging to us. Not longago I 
found out where some stolen goods were lo- 
cated and reported the matter at headquar- 
ters, but instead of allowing meto work up 
the case, as I could have done without inter- 
ference with my other duties, it was taken 
completely out of my hands and given to a 
‘‘fiy’’ man to work up. Such a system as that 
takes all the ambition out of a man, and is not 
ete in my opinion to better the police 
service.

THE GROWTH AND DEVELOPMENT OF ELEC- 
TRICAL INTERESTS. 


Street Electric Railways, Electric Lighting 
Plants and the Distribution of Power 
by the Eleciric Current Heard of From 
All Sections of the Country. 


From the Boston Herald. 

Among the wonderful developments of the 
present age decidedly the most wonderful are 
those pertaining to electricity or having the 
electric current, either as to production or 
utilization, as their basis. Not only have in- 
dividual companies been multiplied beyond 
all precedent, but the men engaged in the 
business have formed numerous organizations 
in which to meet and discuss all matters per- 
taining to their new cailing, for with most of 
them it is not much over five years old, while 
with none is it much over ten years. A 
decade! Just think of the short period which 
spans the latest and greatest development of 
electricity, and then contemplate the thou- 
sands of enterprises based upon the tens of 
thousands of patente for electrical apparatus 
which have been taken out in that short 
period. There is now a National Electric 
Light Association, an institute of electrical 
engineers, beside local electric clubs in the 
principal cities of the country, while each 
branch of the electrical interests, such as 
the telephone, telegraph, andeven extensive 
company intereste—like the Edison—have 
their own organizations.

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RAILROAD MANAGERS’ MEETING. 


Arranging Details For Carrying the Presi- 
dents’ Agreement Into Effect. 


A meeting of managers of the roads com- 
prised in the Interstate Commerce Railway 
Association assembled at 10:30 this morning, 
in parlor 66 of the Southern Hotel. Those 
present were Ek. P. Ripley, General 
Manager of the Chicago, Burlington 
& Quincy; H. L. Morriil, General 


Manager of the St. Louis & San Francisco; C. 
H. Chappell, General Manager of the Chicago 
& Alton; C. M. Hays, General Manager of the 
Wabash, Western; E. st. John, General Man 
ager of the Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific; C. 
F. Meek, General 3 of the Denver; 
Texas 4 New Orleans; G. M. Holdridge, Gen- 
eral Manager of the Burlington 
& Missouri River; II. O. ‘*Wicher, 
Traffic Manager of the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern; A.C. Bird, Traffic Manager of the Mul- 
waukee & St. Paul; A. 8. Hughes, Traffic 
Manager of Denver & Rio Grande; and W. H. 
Newman, Third Vice-President and Trame 
Manager of the Missouri Pacific. 

W. H. Newman was called tothe chair and 
called the meeting to order. The morning 
session was passed lu organization and in a 

eneral discussion of the situation . Chairman 
Newman said to a Post-DISPATCH reporter: 
The object of the managers’ meeting is to 
carry into effect as regards the Western terri- 
tory the agreement entered into 
at Chicago known as the Presi- 
dents’ agreement. Hitherto there have 
been three association united, ifatall by the 
loosest bonds. These are the Western the 
Colorado, and the Western States. Each as- 
sociation was practically independent of all 
the others, and fixed rates and fares as it 
pleased. Under the Presidents’ agreement 
all these are to be united. and report to the 
Same authority. Whatwe have to dois to 
rearrange the distribution of freight and 
passenger traffic and to assign its quota to 
each road. Our work is simply oneof ar- 
rangement of detall to give effect to the Pres- 
idents’ agreement. There are many matters 
to be taken into consideration, and much 
routine work to be done, so tbat in all proba- 
bility we will remain in session for some- 
time to come ; how long, I cannot say. 

A. 8. — — said: ‘‘It was the intention 
of the Presidents’ agreement to very con- 
siderably extend the Western districts covered 
by the Chicago conference. Hitherto the 
Rocky Mountains have formed the western 
boundary of the different associations, the 
roads lying beyond thatrange being allowed 
to run loose, as it were. Under the 

resent arrangement, however, the roads of 

Jtah, New Mexico, Arizonaand Montana will 
be invluded, at least that is the intention, and 
it would be desirable to take in California and 
Nevada. Whether that will be practicable can- 
not be determined as yet.
